Herd Health .. . 


Is it possible that abnormalties may result from 
the improper use of drugs used in the control of 
livestock diseases? What percentage of calf 
loss is due to outside effects after conception? 
1950's experimenters pro- 
duced abnormalities in fruit flies, using heat, 
cold, ultraviolet rays and other means. In the 
middle 1930's cleft palate and abnormalities of 
the eye were induced in pigs by depriving the sow 
of Vitamin A. Yet no one 
thought of applying this in- 
formation to human malforma- 
tions. Mendel's Law had been 
accepted and Supposedly es- 
tabli that human malfor- 
mations are inherited.

after birth to be Anoxia. This is the lack of 
oxygen, and Scientists produced anencephalic mice 
by cutting down oxygen on the mother animal's 
blood during the first half of pregnancy. Anen- 
cephaly is the commonest defect of still-born in- 
fants--the head being misshapen and almost no 
forebrain. Cutting down on the oxygen during the 
last half of the animal's pregnancy produced 
hydrocephaly--water on the brain.

Perhaps the only other sure killer, or deformer, 
besides Anoxia is Radiation when incurred in suf- 
ficient amounts. When the atom bomb was dropped 
at Hiroshima and Nagasaki the pregnant women close 
enough to the blast to have personal injury 
brought forth babies that were malformed or men- 
tally retarded. Since that time Dr. Samuel P. 
Hicks, pathologist at Harvard, has accomplished 
outstanding work in producing malformations on 
animals through radiation. Radiation is a Spe- 
cific stress and by irradiating rats and mice ina 
cyclotron the radiation searches out unerringly 
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all the embryonic cells at certain stages of ges- 
tation and results can be accurately charted. 


Results can be charted by a calendar of normal 
development of the embryo as compiled by Dr. 
George Corner, director of the Department of Em- 
oryology, Carnegie Foundation of Washington. In 
brief the timetable is as follows: 


During first two weeks after conception the 
ovum is undergoing multiplication of cells. In 
this state the rudiments of the eyes are forming, 
cyclopia may develop during this period. 


Next stage identical twins may be created by 
separation of cells of one ovum, severe injury to 
the embryo may result inanabortion. Inthe third 
week limbs start to grow and in the fourth week 
infectious diseases or a metabloic upset may pro- 
duce a variety of malformations in the unborn. In 
the fifth week when eye lenses are forming and 
face takes shape and hands and feet are beginning 
to form any serious Shock to the mother may result 
in harelip, cataract, or blighting of hand and 
foot. 


In the sixth week the skeleton is not yet com- 
pleted. This is the time when German measles suf- 
fered by the mother may cause Such a wide variation 
in malformations in the embryo's development-- 
such aS cataracts; excessive smallness of eyes; 
harelip; deformity of lower jaw, hand or foot; 
heart disease. And in the seventh week we can 
add to this list cleft palate, abnormally small 
lower jaw; abnormally small head; constricion of 
the lungs, or failure of the toes and fingers to 
grow. During the eighth week infectious illness, 
or severe maternal stress may cause an otherwise 
normal embryo to develop into amentally deficient 
child.

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How Long Should An Angus Legs Be? 


I believe we have been breeding too short legs on Angus cattle. Lincoln's “Legs should 
be long enough to reach the ground” definition doesn’t work too well for beef cattle. For 
example, a short legged bull is no good on the range for two reasons: Ile can't keep up 
with the cows. He can’t reach her to get her bred if and when he does catch up to a cow. 
A short legged cow just can’t cover enough territory to keep herself in grass in rough 
country. [suspect in rough country a longer legged cow will raise a better calf than a 


short legged cow. 


My friend, Bill McGregor, down at Fort Lauderdale, Florida, tells me that Florida 
ranchers laugh at show-winner type Angus. They want big rangy bulls. 


Who was the rascal who first started the short-legged craze? 


There’s another mistake we are making. We select future herd sires too young. We 
steer the rangy long-legged bull calves from big cows. Hlow are we ever going to produce 


real size and fast growth selecting short legged typy bulls at weaning time? 


A real nice “expert” was in here in April. | pointed to a young bull that looked good 
to me. “Too high on legs,” said the expert. | replied that, when this bull matures and 
drops down in his body, he’ll look much shorter legged. Then the expert showed me that 
he was too long from his feet to his knees. I believe we need ton bulls. [| don’t think we 


can get them picking for short legs. 


I think one reason Scotch Angus cattle are selling well is that they have legs and 
scale. I believe you can have a little longer leg, longer neck, longer head, wider muzzle, 
more scale, tender meat in the places where the consumer wants it and still keep away

from Holstein type. 


The poultry industry has proved you can produce a beautiful broiler carcass with 
fast growing strains. The mature breeders are huge and yet their offspring can be dre 
ed off at 3 Ibs. to 4 Ibs. and have the type of plump carcass the market wants. I believe 
it’s high time we ceased being a bunch of petty fanciers and became real beef cattle breed 
ers. In fifteen vears we can make the Scotchmen look like amateurs, if we go at it right 


Also, we can beat the Ilereford breeders to the commercial bull market.

Multiple Births 


Recently, a T. V. official made inquiry 
relative to the frequency of quadruplet 
births in sheep. It occurs to me, therefore, 
that many of the readers of this column 
may be interested in this same information; 
especially at this season of the year when 
most new born animals arrive on the farm 
A review of the literature on this subject 
revealed the facts which follow 

Among all breeds of sheep and consider 
ing all types of environment, about 176 
twins and 10 triplets occur in every 1,000 
births; and one set of quadruplet lambs is 
born in every 5,000 births. In beef cattle, 
twins occur about 4.4 times ir every 1,000 
births; in dairy cattle, twinning happens 
about 18.8 time n every 1,000 births. One 
investigator reported 4 triplets and 1 case 
of quadruplets out of 14,111 births in 
Brown Swiss cattle. Among horses, twins 
occur about 15 times out of every 1,000 
birth 

In general, sheepmen have long consider- 
ed that twinning is important. This ig well 
illustrated in the following old English 
adage: “Ewes yearly by twinning rich mas 
ters do make; the lambs of such twinners 
for breeders go take”. But in cattle and 


horses multiple births are not desirable.

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1956 AMERICAN ROYAL 
OCTOBER 20-28 

The 1956 American Royal Livestock and 
Horse Show will be held in Kansas City 
October 20-28, J. B, Dillingham, vice presi- 
dent in charge of livestock, announced today. 

Royal officials point to this show as the 
largest combination Livestock and Horse 
Show held annually in the United States. 
This year the show is scheduled for nine 
days. Formerly the event ran for an eight 
day period. 

Highlighting the Livestock Show will be 
the auction sale of reserve and grand cham- 
pion steers and the F.F.A,. and 4-H Club 
open class fat steers, Wednesday morning, 
October 24. 

Another principal event will be the sale 
of carlot fat and feeder cattle on Thursday, 
October 25. 

Judging of the championship stock to be 
sold at these auctions, will be at noon on 
Monday, October 22 in the Royal arena. 

Last year 4,088 head of livestock were 
shown, including cattle, 4-H Club calves, fat 
feeder calves, carlots, junior heifers, hogs, 
sheep, mules and fleeces of wool, Over 
$125,000 was awarded in cash prizes, tro- 
phies and ribbons, and entries were received 
from 19 states representing 1,063 livestock 
exhibitors. 

The Royal is traditionally held here in 
mid-October, the week following the nation- 
al convention of the Future Farmers of 
America, which annually draws in excess of 
10,000 farm youths.

SIX PRIZE ANGUS 
TO HAWAII JUNE Ist 

Six prize Angus will join members of 
their clan in Hawaii this summer, The reg- 
istered beef animals were shipped (June 1) 
by William Sproul Lewis from his farm at 
Gradyville. This is the second shipment 
made by Mr. Lewis. Twelve Angus made the 
initial trip from Deep Meadows Farm in 
August 1954. 

According to Mr. Lewis, the black cattle 
are receiving considerable attention from 
Hawaiian ranchers. 

The Angus will travel by truck to San 
Francisco. Then board a freighter for the 
ocean voyage to the Islands. 

“This shipment of ‘seed stock’ emphasizes 
the important part Pennsylvania and other 
eastern states play in the development and 
upgrading of beef herds everywhere,” said 
Seott L. French, Fieldman-Secretary of the 
Pennsylvania Aberdeen-Angus Breeders As- 


sociation. 


IT'S A FACT 
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Your Veterinarian says... 


That Sterile Bull 

Whenever an owner inquires about a 
sterile bull, our first problem consists of 
finding out exactly what he means. That is 
because he may have any one of at least 
three different things in mind 

1. The bull may be impotent instead of 
sterile, He is either not sexually interested 
or is physically unable to complete service. 
In either case he may be producing high 
quality semen. 

2. The bull may be actually sterile and 
unable to produce normal amounts of semen 
containing healthy spermatazoa 

3. The bull may be infected with some 
kind of a contagious disease, Such a sire 
might still be highly fertile, with breeding 
troubles due to the early death of calves 
after conception. 

Sometimes more than one of these things 
may be involved at the same time. For ex 
ample, inflammation of the testicles would 
probably affect sperm production, and the 
accompanying pain might also make the 
bull unwilling to attempt service. No matte 
which one is to blame, several different 
causes must be considered. 

A lack of sexual interest often traces back 
to injury at some past mating, and reluc 
tance to serve a cow may persist for a long 
time afterward. Such a bull may refuse for 
life to service any cow that doesn’t stand 
perfectly still for him. In young sires a lack 
of sexual interest may be due to underfeed- 
ing. Older bulls may be too fat or have too 
much of a barrel because of roughage feed 
ing or watering just before service, Then 
the trouble may be due to something related 
to handling or surroundings at service time. 
This has been demonstrated by bulls used 
for artificial insemination that have often 
been given a new lease on life by simply 
changing to a new stud or a different place 
of semen collection by a new man. Bulls of 
all ages may be sluggish because of a lack 
of exercise, and sore feet are a common rea- 
son why bulls won’t attempt service. Finally, 
a lack of sexual interest may be an inherit 
ed characteristic. It is rarely the result of a 
temporary lack of male hormones, since 
such a lack usually persists for life. 

Several different conditions may make it 
impossible for bulls to complete service even 
though they are perfectly willing to try. 
Arthritis or broken bones or dislocated 
joints may be responsible, and injuries, ad- 
hesions, or tumors of the penis may also 
prevent normal service. 

Actual sterility of the bull may be of a 
temporary nature and due to things like 
severe sickness, various drugs, and extreme- 
ly hot weather. However, the sterility may 
be permanent, with little or no chance

I am not convinced that all mutations in 
vestock ure caused by genetics, however 


the resistance to various diseases may be 


transmitted, as may a lack of vitality to 


resist the same diseases, Nutrition may play 


an important part in preventing metabolic 
upset of the mother animals’ system, and 
improper dosages of certain drugs given 


during gestation may also be a factor 


Those of you who read the entire series 


on Gene, the Universal Calf, know that un- 
der the sub-title “Mutations” is found the 
definition of a Gene. (A Gene is a complex 
protein molecule which acts as an enzyme 
or catalyst upon the food nutrients which 
are constantly being transported into and 
out of the body cells.) 


In future issues we will bring you valu 


able information on proteins, Harry C, An- 
drews, executive director of the Protein 


Economics & Research Council is preparing 


a series on the production and marketing 
of Proteins. Mr. Andrews, born on a ranch 
in the Sandhills, recently left his position 
with the Atomic Energy Commission at Oak 
Ridge, to devote his energy to telling cat 
tlemen about the production of Proteins, We 
are hoping his papers will release informa 
tion concerning the effects of radiation on 


animal life. 


Dr. William A. Albrecht, Professor of 


Soils, University of Missouri, has consented 
to prepare a series of articles for publica- 
tion in this magazine. This series will con 
cern soil nutrition and animal health, Dr. 


Albrecht is recognized for his research on 


these subjects. 


During the past few weeks we have read 


other paper concerning Nutrition as related 
to control of mutations in livestock. These 
papers were based on actual research in 
laboratory testing of deficiencies of ab- 
normal calves, backed further with actual 
herd testing, and mating sires and dams 
that had previously produced abnormal 
progeny without one single case of any ab 
normal birth in two years following correc 
tion of the known deficiencies in the parent 


animals,

have seen a lot of them. We talk about how 
we Want them balanced in the head. We 
want a head that looks like the body. Here 


is a bull with as near a perfect head as I’ve 
ever seen on an Angus animal, He is wide 
between the eyes, he’s strong under the jaw, 
he is clean in his throat, he is sharp at his 
poll, he is short in his neck 

“He is a bull with a lot of quality 
the first time I saw this bull wasn’t too long 
ago I made the remark then that he 
was one of the great Angus bulls in the 
country. Today, | still believe it. Ag I see 
his calves develop, | think more and more 
of him 

“If you are going to go into the Angus 


business or beef business of any kind you

must have a herd sire that is prepotent. 
That prepotency is bred in him. As you look 
at the pedigree on this bull he is a double 
bred Prince Sunbeam 29th bull, one of the 
great all time sires we have had in the 
breed. A bull that will go down in history 
as one of the greatest bulls we have ever 
had. He has sired some of the outstanding 
cattle of the breed, Here is a double grand 
son of his that looks as much like the old 
bull, looks as much like the Prince Erie bull 
as any bull I have ever seen, Probably a 
little more rugged, he is a bull that is short 
legged but with plenty of bone. He ig a bull 
that is deep in that flank and as near per 


fect over the rump as you would desire. 


“One thing I like about the calves by this 
bull is that both the bulls and heifers look 
a great deal like their sire. A sire has a 
great deal to do with stamping their quality 
and especially that character, Don’t forget 
that character in your breeding animals. 
Look at the heads on calves by him. These 
little calves here (in the ring) are sharp 
headed, they are straight over the top, they 
are thick and they are mellow hided. 


“The bull has been in heavy service, I 
was here five weeks ago... he Was getting 
bran and oats and has been running in dry 
lot and in service every day. He is an easy 
fleshing bull. After all you know what we 
want in beef cattle is quick maturing cattle. 
We don’t want cattle that look good when 
they are three-and four-year-olds and you 
wouldn’t have them until they were three- 
and four-year-olds. We want them to look 
good from the day they hit the ground on 
through so you can market them when they 
are yearlings, fifteen months of age, eigh 


teen months of age or put them in the show 


ring as calves, as summer yearlings, junior 
yearlings, two-year-olds. 

“1! know that Jim Kemp hates to part 
with him. I know that if I had him I 
wouldn’t part with him, I think he is one of 
the great bulls. He has demonstrated to me 
and other Angus breeders that have studied 
his calves that he is a great sire. I think 
this bull, in the right hands and in the right 
herd, will go down ag one of our great An- 
gus bulls. He’ll make a record on a poor 
herd but he’ll make a greater record on a 
top herd and that is where he should go.”
